In. an effort to ensure that all 
tourism partners are on the

OP.ANJESTAD - The Min¬ 
ister of Tounsm Dtmar Ddu- 
ber recently announced that 
compared to February of 
2D13, tins year.s tourism, 
grew by d .55% ill February 
21014. In the month of Feb- 
maiy Aruba welcomed 
7S 979 visitors In the first 
montlis of the year we saw an 
increase of S 1%. Our pri¬ 
mary market, tdhe USA con¬ 
tinued to show an increase in 
the number of visitors mark¬ 
ing an increase of 5.2%. 

Tourists from Latin Amer¬ 
ica also showed an increase 
of 17.6% in February 2014 
compared to February 2013. 


Our second largest tourism 
market, Venezuela showed an 
increase of 19.3%, witli the 
Colombia market showing an 
increase of 41 2% 

Likewise the European 
market also showed an in¬ 
crease of 9.9% with Holland 
presenting with a 5.7% in¬ 
crease in visitor amvals to 
our island 

With respect to cmise 
tounsm, there was a slight 
drop in tounsm amvals in 
Februaiy' by 9.4% with a total 
of 41 calls.

US. 

■If Crimea is annexed by 
Russia, the post Cold War- 
system architecture for the 
European secunty is gone in 
flames," he told the Gemian 
Marshall Fund think tank in 
Washington. 

He was speaking on the 
eve 0 f a visit by Ukrame's in- 
tenm Pnme Minister Arseniy 
Yatseiiyuk, who 'will hold 
meetings at the Wliite House 


Wednesday in a strong show 
of support for the new lead¬ 
ers in Kiev amid a US-P^ussia 
showdown over the fate of 
their country. 

"Tlie forces of Putin have 
to be stopped. It is still possi¬ 
ble, but lime is runmiig out. I 
would like to save it," SEud 
Shamshur, the foreign policy 
advisor to former world box¬ 
ing champion Klitschko. 

Kiltscliko was a leading 
figure in the protests that 
forced out Ukraine's pro- 
P^ussian fonner president, 
Viktor Yanukovych, and has 
amiounced he will run for the 
Ukrainian presidenicym elec¬ 
tions scheduled for May 35. 

Shamshur accused tlie 
United Stales and Europe of 
being loo slow to act over the 
mounting crisis in Ukraine, 
111 ■which Russia has deployed 
thousands of troops into 
Crimea, which is prepaniig to 


vote on Sunday on whether 
to break away from Kiev. 

"Lack of a'CtiDii would 
be a terrible signal all over 
the world," he said. 

"No country in Europe, 
especially those countries is¬ 
sued firom the fonner Soviet 
Union, can really feel safe." 

He urged the US and its 
allies to table a UN Secunty 
Council motion against 
Moscow, saying even if Prus¬ 
sia used its veto to shoot it 
down, it would still send a 
powerful message. 

"I tlniik the basic strategy 
on restraint is the right one, 
but there are some measures 
’which I tlniik we can do. Tlie 
borders ’with Russia should 
be shut down altogether and 
definitely mobilization 
should not have been partial, 
but should be total/ he ar¬ 
gued.

A national moment of si¬ 
lence followed tlie ciy of 
tsunami alarm sirens, the mo¬ 
ment a 9.0-magnitude under¬ 
sea quake Int 


Its raw force unleashed a 
towering wall of water that 
travelled at the speed of a jet 
plane to the coast. Within imn- 
utes, communities were turned 
to matchwood, and whole 
families drowned. 

Giant waves also crashed 
into the Fukusliima nucleai' 
plant, sparking reactor melt¬ 
downs and explosions, and 
setting off the worst atomic 
cnsis in a generation. 

The crippled plant remains 
volatile and the complicated 
decomnussiomng process is 
expected to last for decades, as 
feai’sp ersist over tlie health ef¬ 
fects of leaked radiation Tens 
of thousands were evacuated 
from the stiicken area. 

As night fell, an event m a 
Fukushima park saw about 
■2,000 lit candles arranged to

In Tokyo, Emperor Akihito 
paid tribute to victims killed in 
the tragedy, and those stnig- 
gluig in its afiEeimatli. 

"Many still lead difficult 
lives in devastated areas and

Spain mourns Madrid train bomb 
victims, 10 years on 



MADRID |AFP) - Dressed in mourning black, Spaniards com mem orated Tuesday their 
country's deadliest peacetime attack, a decade to ti^e day since AP-Qaeda^nspired 
bombers blew up four packed commuter trains and killed 131 people. Relatives of 
those killed on the trains, which were carrying rush hour passengers from Madrid's 
suburbs when they exploded on March 11,2004, wept quietly as the names and ages 
of the victims were read out at the city's main Atocha railway station. Earlier, victims' 
relatives and officials filled the pews in the city's Almudena Cathedral for a memorial 
mass, amid doleful organ music and incense smoke. King Juan Carlos embraced lead¬ 
ers of victims' associations at the cathedral door. The archbishop of Madrid, Antonio 
Marla Rouco Varela, told the congregation that the victims ''died and suffered, and we 
suffer, because ^ere were some who with blood-curdling premeditation were willmg 
to kill innocent people". After the attacks, however, "love triumphed over hate and life 
over death,", as Spain rallied round to help the vicbms, he added.

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Lego to build on movie success, tackle 
globalisation challenge 



BILLUND (AFP) - Witli 
record sales and aliituiDvie ex¬ 
pected to propel tliem Rirtlier, 
Lego could be expected to bask 
in its successful turnaround, 
but the Danish maker of 
colourful toy blocks IS pressing 
aliead to face tlie challenge;; of 
globalisation. 

Last mondi, the world's sec¬ 
ond lai^est toymaker reported 
amne percent rise in annual net 
profit to d.l2 bilLon kroner 
(S^O milbon euros, $1.12 bil¬ 
lion). The 10-percent increase 
in sales to 25 3S billion kroner 
marked a quadmpling m just 
10 years. 

By contrast, tire haditional 
toy market IS expected to grow 
marginally or not at all as it 
loses sales to video games. 

The performance is even 
more remarkable since just a 
decade ago the company was 
on the ropes, posting massive 
losses and laying offtliousands 
of workers 

When Jo eigen Vig Knud- 
storp took the helm m 2004, 
vulture capitalists were circling 
the ading company, into wlndi 
Lego heir Kjeld Kirk Kris¬ 
tiansen had just injected 300 
million kroner of his oum 
money 

"Hiere was an emphasis on 
shetidung the brand and mov¬ 
ing into adjacent businesses. 
Apparel, tlieme paiks, a lot of 
consumer electronics and so 
on," Vig Knudstorp told AFP in 
anmteiview. 


Hie ideas wereut necessar¬ 
ily bad — sales were rising -- 
but they weren't a good match 
with Lego, which failed to 
make them profitable. It also 
lost focus on the original toy 
operation, where revenues 
plunged 

In addition to spreading it¬ 
self too thni. Lego had failed 
to adapt to consumers' shift 
away fiom local "mom and 
pop" stores to big-box retailers 
like Wal-Mart and ToysTJUs. 

Hie first chief executive 
from outside the founding 
Kirk Christiansen family over¬ 
hauled the supply chain and 
withdrew fromlugh-cost man¬ 
ufacturing locations such as 
Switserland in favour of “mid- 
cost* CO until es like Hungary 
and the Cxech Republic 

Hie Legoland theme parks 
were spun off and merged 
with Merlin Entertainment 
the private-eqmty backed 
owner of Madame Tussauds. 

"We decided to only do the 
core business and leave these 


adjacent businesses to other 
operators and earn a licensing 
income," Knudstorp said. 

“The Lego Movie", a 
smash-hit animated film that 
has won over both audiences 
and critics, is a case in pomt of 
how the group is profiting 
fi'om letting otlier companies 
use its brand. 

A Warner Brothers team 
spent five years immersing it¬ 
self in the company's culture 
before the movie liil the 
sci'eens. 

"We gave (Warner Brothers) 
veiy broad aitistic degrees of 
freedom because we think it's 
so crucial tliat when you take a 
nsk you also be able to make 
decisions," said Knudstorp 

Many Lego fans still bmJd 
"fireest/le" and post video dips 
of tlieir creations on YouTube, 
where the company boasts 7.5 
billion viewings, 99 percent of 
winch are user generated and, 
according to the group, putbng 
it in the top tliree of dl brands

- Til'S Vieliiatnese cre¬ 
ator of Flappy Bud says 
he's thinking of resur¬ 
recting the sniash-iiit 
free game that he 
abniplly took offline a 
monlli ago -- albeit with 
a warning about its ad¬ 
dictive qualities. 

In his first interview 
since he pulled tlie app 
from ttie Apple and An¬ 
droid app stores^ citing 
the pressure its success 
put on Ins "simple life," 
Nguyen Ha Dong told Rolling 
Stone magazine he now feels a 
sense of “relief." 

But asked if Flappy Bird 
will ever fly again on mobile 
devices, Nguyen responded 
‘I'm considering it.“ 

Wlnle he IS not working on 
a new version, he said any se¬ 
quel would come with a warn¬ 
ing to users to "please lake a 
break." 

With its 2D retro-style 
graplucs, Flappy Bird -- in 
which gamers try to direct a 
flying bird between oncoming 
sets of pipes without toucliing 
tliem -- was wildly popular. 

When Nguyen, 2S, an¬ 
nounced on Twitter that he was 
about to take it down. 10 mil¬ 
lion people downloaded it in 
just 22 hours — and one month 
on, clone versions still pop up. 

Nguyen told Rolling Stone 
he was upset not only by the 
fame that suiTonnded his 
Flappy Bird success, hut also 
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by messages from people 
telling him how tlie game 
caused tliem to flunk ezanis 
and lose jobs. 

Now enj 05 nng a quieter life, 
he told Rolling Stone he is 
busy creating other games, in¬ 
cluding a cowboy-themed 
shooter, a vertical flyuiggame 
and an "action chess game' -- 
one of wlii'ch he will release 
tins montli. 

Vietnam has a small but 
tluiving software and games 
development sector and the 
global publicity suri'ounding 
Flappy Bird IS likely to help it 
gi'ow. teclmology experts have 
said.

Japan stem cell scientist calls for 
retraction of study 


TOKYO (AFF) - A co-autlior of 
a Japanese study that promised 
a revolutionary way to create 
stem cells has called fiir tlie 
headlme-grabbing research to 
be retracted over claims its data 
was fenlly 

Tlie findings, published by 
Japanese researcher Haruko 
Obokata and US-based scien¬ 
tists. outlined a simple and low- 
tech rqpproacli in the quest to 
grow transplant tissue in the lab. 

Tlie study was touted as tlie 
tlnrd great advance in stem cells 
-- a hitunstic field that aims to 
reverse Alzheimer's, cancer and 
othei' cnppling or lethal dis¬ 
eases. 

But it faced haid questions as 
die J ap an-b as ed Riken institute, 
winch sponsored tlie study, 
laiini±ed a probe last montli 
over the credibility of data used 
in the explosive findings. 


Spinach extract could help 
prevent obesity, study shows 



STOCKHOLM |AFP) - A natural compound hidden away 
in spinach has been shown to reduce food cravings be¬ 
tween meals and could help prevent obesity, a Swedish 
scientist said. Charlotte Erlanson^lbertsson, a profes¬ 
sor of appetite regulation at Lund University, found the 
compound, known as thylakoid, while looking for ways 
to slow digestion and alleviate hunger pangs. The com¬ 
pound functions differently to processed foods, which 
tend to be digested only in the upper intestine. This pre¬ 
vents key hormones that make us feef full from being re¬ 
leased to the brain, according to a statement from the 
university. A test group of 15 people who took the com¬ 
pound ev^ morning reported thatlthad become easier 
to resist the temptation to eat between meals. Ehanson- 
Albertsson discovered the compound after speaking to 
her husband, a scientist researching photosynthesis. He 
steered her in the direcbon of thylakoids, a compound 
in green leaves believed to slow down fat digestion, 
meaning the whole intestine has time to get involved, 
the university said. But eating spinach itself is not 
enough. It has to be crushed, filtrated and passed 
through a centrifuge, freeing the thylakoids from the 
plant's cells.

Temlnko Wakayama, a Ya¬ 
rn an aslu University professor 
who CO-authored the article, 
called for a reti'action. 

"It's hard to believe the find¬ 
ings anymore after so many 
mistakes in tlie data,"* he told 
bro adcaster Nipp on Tel evi si on 
late Monday. 

On Tuesday, the institute 
said It was moiling wiiether to 
pull back tire study. 

But Hitoshi Niwa, who also 
contributed to tlie aiticle, dis¬ 
missed what he described as 
minor mistakes, Japanese 
media reported. 

Another co-author, Charles 
Vac anti, a tissue engineer at 
Harvard Medical School and 
Bngliam and Women's Hospi¬ 
tal in Boston, told the Wall 
Street Journal. ‘It would be 
very sad to have such an im¬ 
portant paper retracted as a re¬ 
sult of peer pressure, when 
indeed the data and conclu¬ 
sions are honest and valid." 

Harvard is also investigat¬ 
ing, reports said. 

Hakubun Shimoinura, the 
J ap ane s e mini ster in chai’g e o f 
science and education, said 
Tuesday tliat tlie study should 
be retracted now and re-pub¬ 
lished it if ‘tliey accumulate 
new facts" that prove its au¬ 
thenticity 

Called stimulus-til ggered 
acquisition of pluripolency 
(STAP) cells, tlie innovation 
was touted as breaking new 
ground, supplying a lower- 
cost and relatively straightfor¬ 
ward technique. 

Stem cells are primitive 
ceils til at, as they grow, be¬ 
come differentiated into the 


vailQus specialised cells that 
make up the different organs - 
- the brain, the heart, kidney 
and so on. 

The goal is to create stem 
cells m tlie lab and nudge them 
to gi'ow mto these differenti¬ 
ated ceUs, thus replemslnng or¬ 
gans damaged by disease or 
accident 

Tlie researchers' ground¬ 
breaking findings said that 
white blood cells in newborn 
nnce were returned to a versa¬ 
tile state througji a relatively 
simple process that involved 
incubating them in a luglily 
acidic solution fiir 25 minutes, 
followed by a five-minute spin 
in a eentiifiige and week-long 
immersion in a growth culture. 

Until now, only plant cells, 
and not mammal cells, have 
been found to reprogramme 
back to a youtliful stale 
tliroiiglr simple environmental 
factors 

Akey obstacle in the field is 
ensuring that transplanted cells 
are not attacked as alien by the 
body's immune system -- 
meamng they would have to 
carry a patient's own genetic 
code to identify them as 
fiiendly. 

In 1998 came the first gain: 
tlie use of cloning te'clmology 
-- pioneered with Dolly the 
sheep -- to harvest stem cells 
fi’om early-stage embryos 
gi'own fi:om the donor's own 
DNA 

But tliese "pluripotenl' stem 
cells are controversial as the 
metliod entails destroying the 
embryo., sometlnng opposed 
by religious conseivatives and 
others. 

In 20D6, a team led by 
Shiny a Yamanal^a of Kyoto 
University, who was a co-re¬ 
cipient of die 2D 12 Nobel Prize 
for Medi'Cine, ci^eated so-called 
induced plunpotent stem cells 
(iPS). 

The team took mature cells 
aod coded them witlr four 
genes, “rewinding" the cells' 
genetic programmes to return 
tliem to a juvemJe state 

The technique had to over¬ 
come an early hurdle of caus¬ 
ing tumours in cells and still 
faces efficiency problems -- 
less tlian one percent of adult 
cells are typically repro¬ 
grammed successfully.

Brazil to build own 
aircraft carrier; 
defense minister 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Brasil is 
planning to build its first aif- 
craft carrier to replace its 
aging only model as part of a 
steady upgrade to its armed 
forces. Defense Mini sier 
Cel so Amorim said Tuesday. 

In recent yeai^'s Brazil has 
purchased submarines, heli¬ 
copters and supersonic aircraft 
via technology transfer agree¬ 
ments witli the proviso tliat tlie 
hardware is made in Brazil. 

Brazil commissioned its 
only cuiTent aircraft earner, 
the Clemenceau class State of 
Sao Paulo, in 2000. though 
the French initially launched 
the vessel back in 19d0. 

In December, Brasilia 
agreed to purchase 36 Gripen 


NG fighter jets fi'om Swedish 
firm Saab with Amorim 
sti'essing the Swedish-Brazil¬ 
ian nature of that project 
tlii'ough a "real technology 
transfer." 

Anionin said he would visit 
Sweden in early April to "dis¬ 
cuss tlie details* of that con¬ 
tract, valued at a reported 54.5 
billion, and also to determine 
if the Swedes can lend some 
Giipen until those from the 
deal are delivered from 201S. 

Tlie Swedes saw off com¬ 
petition firom US giant Boemg 
and Dassault of France in 
order to land the deal and de¬ 
fense sources say Brazil may 
ultimately order as many as 
160 GnpenNGby 2030.'

Puerto Rico dodges debt bullet 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Debt-laden Puerto Rico suc¬ 
cessfully issued 13.5 billion 
WDilh o f bonds Tuesday m an 
effort to stave off default long 
enough for the US territory to 
right its finances. 

But the fresh fundraising 
came at a high cost, with the 
bonds sold at a yield of S.727 
percent, reflecting market 
concerns the Caiibhean island 
will still struggle to turn 
around its situation. 

Tlie Government Develop¬ 
ment Bank said it had in¬ 
creased tlie offering by $5QD 
million due to strong demand, 
witli bids firom investors total¬ 
ing $1 d billion. 

According to reports, hedge 
funds were prominent among 
buyers wlnle traditional funds 
investing in such municipal 
bonds stayed away after 
Puerto Rico‘s credit grade was 
slashed last month to “junk" 
status by the major rating 
agencies 



The yield on the new issue 
was roughly double that of in¬ 
vestment-grade municipal 
bonds 

The government will use 
the $3.2 billion in net pro¬ 
ceeds from the bond issue 
mainly to refinance short-tenn 
debt, winch will help it better 
manage its finances and sim¬ 
plify the stiiicture ofits debt 

The bond sale came after 
the government pledged fur¬ 
ther tai'geted spending cuts to 
pai'e its huge deficit, without 
undermining efforts to restore 
growth after the economy 
contracted for seven year's 


straight 

Dunng that period, Puerto 
Rico took advantage of strong 
demand fonts tax-fi'ee bonds 
to raise fimds to turn tlie econ¬ 
omy around^ but without suc¬ 
cess. 

The bankruptcy dedai'ation 
of another me^or municipal 
bond issuer, the city of De¬ 
troit, sent shivers through 
bond mai'kets and support for 
Puerto Rico all but dried up. 

The Govei'mnent Develop¬ 
ment Bank said the fresh 
funds would meet the terri¬ 
tory's neai-term liquidity 
needs, allowing it to pursue 
the reforms needed for the 
longer term. 

Alejandro Garcia Padilla, 
governor of the island, called 
tlie bond sale "a clear'message 
of the investors' confidence" 
in Ins plans to turn around the 
economy as well as efforts to 
boosttranspai'ency around the 
govennnent's use of the funds 
it raises. 


Migrants more likely to be 
jobless and living in poverty 


THE HAGUE - The unem¬ 
ployment rate among Dutch 
people with an ethinc minonty 
backgromid is more than tnple 
that of the white Dutch, ac¬ 
cording to a new report by the 
government's socio-cultural 
ftnnk tank SCP. 

Hardest hit are youngsters 
of Moroccan origin who left 
school without any qualifica¬ 
tions - more than hall of them 
are without a job 

People with a minority 
background ar e more likely to 
be out of work than the native 
Dutch even if they have the 
same qualifications, the SCP 
rep ort sh □ ws Tins 1 s p roh ab ly 
due to preconceptions on the 
part of employers, the SCP 


says. 

For example, 20% of hion- 
westem' youngsters with a 
trade school qualification are 
out of work, compai'ed with 
5% of the wlnte Dutch. Two- 
tlnrds of those with a j ob are 
on a flexible contact. 

People who moved to the 
Netherlands as refugees are 
mo st likely to live on welfare 
benefits (bijstand). Half of So¬ 
mali refugees, for example, 
claim welfare. 

One in seven adults and one 
in four children with a 'non- 
westem" background live in 
poverty, the report says. 

Social affairs minister 
Lodewijk As sober said later 
on Tuesday the picture painted 


by the report is 'dramatic'. 

Too many minority youths 
ai'e still leaving school witliout 
qualifications and too many 
companies are discriminating 
when taking on staf^ Nos tel¬ 
evision quoted tlie minister as 
saying. 

However, solutions are in 
place which give hope, he 
said. A growing number of 
tliese youngsters ai'e better ed¬ 
ucated and a pro gi'amme to cut 
the number leaving school 
early has already increased tlie 
number achieving a diploma

PAR.IS (AFP) - Tlie hosting of 
tlie :2014 World Chip is "a gr&at 
opportunity* for Brasil, the 
country's sJl-time great Pele 
told AFPm an exclusive inter¬ 
view on Sunday. 

Pele revealed Ins confidence 
tliat the toumament will be a 
aieniorable one for all tlie ri^t 
reasons while also backing 
Luix Felipe Scolari's Brazil 
team to handle the huge pres¬ 
sure of being hosts 

Brazil's organisation of tlie 
World Cup has been maiTed by 
negative headlines about the 
struggle to get some of tlie 12 
stadiums finished on time. 

The threat of violent street 
demonstrations of the sort tliat 
overshadowed last year's Con¬ 
federations Cup has added to 
the tension, but Pele believes 
Brazil will get it right. 

“This IS a great opportunity. 
It will be fantastic for Brazil, '' 
he said 

“I tlunk after we had tlie es- 
penence of the Confederations 
Cup the government has been 
belter organised for tlie World 
Cup So I hope we will have an 
excellent World Cup. We de¬ 
serve it. 

“As a Brazihati I feel sorry 
because you have two or lliree 
big opportuiuties to sliowcase 
the country --the Confedera¬ 
tions Cup, tlie World Cup and 
the Olympic Games (in Bio de 
Janeiro in 20Id). I tdiink this 
will be a great opportunity to 
show the country^, to make 
money, to gel touiism. 

“And it‘s important that the 
demonstrations do not damage 
eveiything, so we are going to 
work hal'd." 

Winner of the World Cup 
lliree tunes, in 1 19d2 and 

1970, Pele says tlie one tourna¬ 
ment tliat left its mark on liim 
more tlian any other was the 
19dfi competition in England, 
when he was kicked off Uie 
pai'k and Brazil bowed out at 
the group stage.

At least he is not associated 
with Brazil's greatest failure -- 
thar defeat to Uruguay in the 
deading game in 1950,. the last 
lime the country hosted tlie 
iDumament. 

hi contrast, Pele's clnldhood 
idol Zizinho was part of that 
team and became a symbol of 
the 2-1 loss which traumatised 
the huge comitry. 

The pressure on Scolai’i's 
team to deliver tins time on 
home soil is enomious, and 
Barcelona star Neymar, just 
22, cai'nes the hopes of a na¬ 
il on more tlian any other. 

Pele, vdio was just 17 when 
he rose to mternational proun- 
neoce at the 1953 World Cup 
m Sweden, adimts that the fear 


of failure this time around is 
massive 

"This IS Meymar's first 
World Cup and nobody knows 
exactly what is going to hap ¬ 
pen. It is a big responsibility 
for him,‘ said Pele who was 
speaking to AFP as tlie Coca- 
Cola FIFA World Cup trophy 
tour stopped off in Paris. 

"But tlie best tlnng for Ney- 
mar was to come to play in 
Spain, to play in Europe, the 
best thing for Brazil. It was 
like liim going off to university 
for SIX months and then com¬ 
ing back to play with Brazil, 
because then they come witli 
more expenence. Tliat was 
fantastic for him. 

"Tlie problem of pressure is 
not only a problem for Ney- 
mar. It is a problem for the 
whole team, no doubt. Of 
course, the country the people, 
they want to win. 

"In Brazil we had one bad 
expenence--in 1950 when we 
played tlie World Cup in Brazil 
and lost to Uniguay Now tlie 
people are afi'aid of the same 


thing happening. But I tlunk it 
will be different now. “ 

Pele, who earned his nick¬ 
name 'O Rei' (The King) after 
sconng a liat-tnck against 
France intlie 1953 setm-finals, 
brackets the Selecao among 
the favounles, but sees Chile 
as potential dai'k horses in tlie 
tournament, which gels under¬ 
way on June 12 

" We have two ortliree teams 
who nght now, three montlis 
before the World Cup, we can 
say ai'e veiy good. l‘mthinking 
of Germany, because I have 
seen them play many times. 
Spam, because they have had 
the same team for eiglit years, 
and of course Brazil. 

"But you must respect Italy, 
and in South America Chile is 
the best team today, nie World 
Cup IS always a box of sur¬ 
prises " 

Brazil, who will come up 
against Croatia, Mexico and 
Cameroon in Group A, could 
potentially meet Clule -- who 
aie in Group B -- in the last 16.

Football: Bayern advance, 
but Arsenal earn draw in 
Munich 

MUNICH (AFP) - Holders Bayern Munich booked ttieir 
piaceinthe Champions League's quarter-finals, despite 
Arsenal earning a 1-1 draw in Bavaria in Tuesday's last 
1&, seoond-leg clash. A seoond-half Bastian Sohwein- 
stefger goal gave Bay^n a brief lead before Arsenal's 
Lukas Podolski equalised with athunderliolt of a shot as 
the tie finished 3-f on aggregate. Arsenal, who also went 
out at the same stage of the eompetitiontothe same op¬ 
ponents last season, failed to overturn their 2-0 deficit 
from the first leg three weeks ago. But midfielder Alex 
0x1 ade-Ch amber lain told ITV they could be proud of their 
performance in Munich. Amidst hopes of repeating last 
season's shock 2-0 win in Munich, Arsenal boss Arsene 
Wenger made six changes from the team which lost to 
Bayern in London. Lukasz Fabtanski was named in goaf 
for the suspended Wojciech Szczesny, who was sent off 
in the first-leg. There were only six of the sev^ permitted 
replacements named amidst reports Japan's Ryo 
IVGyaichi flew to Germany despite being ineligibleforthe 
Champions League's knock-out stages. Bayern coach 
Pep Guardiola made three changes from the first leg, 
switching from a 4-14-1 in London to the 4-2-3-1 forma¬ 
tion used in last season's European final. Bayern got off 
a bad start when centre-back Dante was booked for a 
clumsy challenge on Oxiade-Chamberlain after only 
dght minutes, ft was his third of Bayern's European cam¬ 
paign and means he is suspended for the quarter-finaf 
first-leg. Spain's Javi Martinez had a goal disallowed for 
offside after 27 minutes, while at the other ^d Bayern's 
Manuel Neuer saved Olivier Giroud's header. It stayed 
goalless at Che break even though Bayern enjoyed their 
customary 70 percent possession. Wenger made a key 
change for the second-half as Mesut Ozll, who had ham¬ 
string trouble, made way for Tomas Rosicky in the at¬ 
tacking midfield role. It marked a miserable two legs for 
the off-form Ozil, who apologised to Gunners fans via 
Facebook after fallmg to convert a key penalty in the 
tirst-leg. Soon after the break referee Sveln Oddvar Moen 
ignored Bayern's penalty appeals when Robben went 
down in the area Just before the opening goal. Rtbery 
found space on the left and crossed inside to Schweln- 
steiger, playing his first Champions League game since 
November, to drill home on 55 minutes. The lead lasted 
just two minutes as Podolski robbed Lahm and fired 
home from a tight angle giving Manuel Neuer no chance. 
There was drama in added time as Bayern replacement 
Thomas Mueller had a penalty attempt saved by Fabian- 
skt after Robben was fouled by centre-back Laurent Ko- 
scielny. The result was welcome news in a dark week for 
the Bavarian giants. The Allianz Arena clash was played 
against the backdrop of the court case against Bayern 
president UN Hoeness, which started Monday. The 1974 
World Cup winner is fighting to avoid a Jail term and 
stands accused of having dodged 27.2 million euros 
(S37.9 million) in taxes by hiding his wealth in Swiss bank 
accounts. A verdict is expected on Thursday and major 
tax fraud carries a maximum sentence of 10 years in Ger¬ 
many.

DALLAS (AFP) - The Dallas 
Cowboys rdeased team all- 
time sacks leader DeMarcos 
Wai'e wlule the Cleveland 
Browns signed two key play¬ 
ers in tlieir rebuilding effort as 
National Football League free 
ageii'jy b e gan Tue sd ay. 

The first m^or exit of the 
period when players seek 
hefty conti'acts with new clubs 
came when Dallas parted ways 
with linebacker Ware after 
nine seasons in winch he made 
117 sacks. 

But the move saved the 
Cowboys $li3 million under 
the NFL salary cap for the 
3014 season, and another $7 
miUion off the Dallas salary 
limit for 2015. 

Wai'e, 31, had 547 tackles 
and two interceptions with the 
Cowboys and his 20 quarter¬ 
back sacks in 2003 was a one- 
seasoii Dallas record. In 2013, 
Ware had 53 tackles and eight 
sacks despite missing tliree 
eaiiy season games witli a 
quadncep stram. 
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At Cleveland, Browns gen¬ 
eral manager Ray Farmer 
agreed on deals with veteran 
safety Donte Wliitner, who re¬ 
turns to Ins hometown, and 
Imeb acker Karlos Dausby. 

Whitner agreed to a four- 
year deal worth $23 million 
wliile Dansby agreed to a four- 
year deal wortli $24 million 
■with $14 million guaranteed. 

Whitner, a starter for San 
Francisco the past tliree sea¬ 
sons, will replace T.J Ward, 
who signed with Denver. 

Dansby fbrmeiiy witli Ari¬ 
zona, made 122 tackles with 
fl.5 sacks and four intercep¬ 
tions. 

NEW YORK ^AFP| - Phil 
Jackson, who has won a 
record 11 NBA titles as a 
coach, is iiear to conclud¬ 
ing a deal to become the 
New York Knicks basket¬ 
ball operations boss, 
ESPN reported Tuesday. 

The US^ased sports 
news network, citing un¬ 
named sources, said the 
Knicks were confident 
they would have final de¬ 
tails sorted out this week 
and an announcement of 
a deal by next week. 

Jackson, 68, retired as a 
coach in May of 2011 after 
having guided the 
Chicago Bulls to six NBA 
titles in the 1S90s and the 
Los Angeles Lakers to five 
NBA crowns from 2000- 
2010 . 

Jackson would replace 
Steve Mills, who was 
named president and gen¬ 
eral manager of the 
Knicks last September. 

The team also has super- 
star Carmelo Anthony 
looking at tree agency 
after this season, al¬ 
though having Jackson In 
the fold could entice talent 
to the Kmcks that might 
have had second 
thoughts given their 
struggles this season.
